MUSCULAR DEVELOPMENT 

Umbilica] hernias are one of the 
commonplace physical conditions with 
which infants are affected. A rather 
large proportion of bables have some | 
degree of rupture. The condition is 
indicative of imperfect development 
and in almost every case is present at) 
birth. | 

If the navel protrudes, it is because 
the muscular wall covering the ab-| 
domen is split (instead of being. knit 
ted firmly together), allowing the pro- 
trusion of the intestines under pres- 
sure, The object of any kind of 
treatment is to encourage the spilt 
to grow together, thus preventing 
strangulation of the intestines in this | 
abnormal opening. 

Mrs, A. M, asks: “What do you re- 
commend for a protruding navel? My 
baby girl is one year old and her nave! | 
has always protruded, especially when | 
she cries. The stump of the cord did | 
not come off until she wag two and | 
one-half weeks old. How Would you 
account for that? Could doctor or 
nurse be blamed? Might that be the 
cause of the protruding navel? I 


but it does not remedy the condition.” 


METHOD OF TREATMENT. 

The usual method of treating an 
umbilical hernia is to strap it. Wide 
atihesive is used and the protrusion is 
held firmly in place with the finger 
while the straps are adjusted. The 
straps are left on until they loosen or 
begin to fall off; then they are re- 
placed. A discharging navel should 
not be strapped 

I see no connection between the 
hernia and the falling off of the 
etump. It is not unusual for the 
stump to take this long to dry and) 
fall off. The size of the cord differs 
and it would take longer for a thick 
cord to dry and separate than for a 
thinner one. ‘The hernia is an in- 
ternal not an externa! condition, and 
is present at birth, It often goes un- 
recognized for several weeks, because 
of the navel dressing, and the tight 
binder asually used for from four to 
six weeks after baby is born
